PROXOTION FOR THE VOUNG MAN. 


W ashington, June 21.—It was not 
•doubted at the navy and war depart­ 
ments yesterday that our vessels are off 
Santiago, for although proceeding at a 
less speed than the English steamer 
which at Kingston yesterday reported 
having passed them in the Windward 
passage Sunday night, the distance 
which they would be obliged to trave 
from the Windward passage to Santiago 
is less than'that traversed by the British 
ship, which came into Jamaica in the 
early afternoon. If they arrived only 
yesterday morning off Santiago they 
could report that fact solely by means 
of a dispatch boat running over to 
Kingston, a 12-honr jonrney. 
Port A ntonio, Jamaica, June 21.— 
Captain Hopkins of the Boston Fruit 
company’s steamer Brooklyn^ which 
arrived at Port Morant yesterday morn­ 
ing, reports that he sighted transports 
convoyed by United States warships 50 
miles south of Crooked Island passage 
Sunday morning. He was due north of 
Cape Mayst. Captain Hopkins reports 
also that he was chased by the United 
States gunboat Helfa. The transports, 
he says, were headed southeast, and, in 
his judgment, for Porto Rico. He ar­ 
gues that if they were bound around 
Cap# Maysi for Santiago they were far 
off their course. 
It is believed here that Captain Hop­ 
kins is mistaken and that the transports 
were simply keeping clear of sight from 
land. 
Kingston, Jamaica, June 21.—The 
steamers Bowden, Jamaica and Brook­ 
line arrived here yesterday and report 
having passed, in the windward pas­ 
sage Sunday night, 24 American vessels 
headed southward. 
On Board the D ispatch Boat Daunt­ 
less, off Santiago de Cuba, June 19, 
via Kingston, Jamaica, June 21.—The 
United States troops under General 
Shafter have not yet arrived. The de­ 
lay is inexplicable. According to the 
latest information in possession of Ad­ 
miral Sainpson, the transports sailed 
last Wednesday (June 15) and they 
should have reached here this morning. 
Valuable time and favorable weather 
are lost by the delay. Though it is

hot, there has

rain since the marines landed. The 
Cuban officers say, however, that in 
this mountainous section of the south­ 
ern forest, the heavy rain has practi­ 
cally ceased until the end of July. 
Tne Cubans are extremely active and 
a cordon has been drawn around San­ 
tiago de Cuba. General Garcia, with 
4,000 troops, coming by forced marches 
from Canes is now nearing Santiago. 
His troops are within 40 miles of the 
city. 
He left 5,000 men at Holguin to 
prevent the Spaniards there effecting a 
juncture with General Toral at San­ 
tiago. The Spanish troops at Guana- 
tamo, under General Masso, are also 
cut off from General Toral and are 
badly pinched for food. They wildly 
appealed for provisions and reinforce­ 
ments, but the only reply they got was 
that both were impossible.

Masso said bis men were even then at 
half rations and that the supply was 
only sufficient to last during the present 
month. .

W ashington, June 21.—Discussion 
by the senate of the question of Ha­ 
waiian annexation was began yesterday 
n open session. At the very opening 
rf the question the opponents g? t-nnex- 
ition quite unexpectedly scored a point 
by preventing a yea and nay vote on 
taking up the resolutions. 
When Mr. 
Davis, Chairman of the committee on 
foreign relations, called up the resolu­ 
tions the vice president, as usual, an­ 
nounced that without objection the 
resolutions would be considered. No 
objection being entered he declared the 
resolutions to be before the senate. 
A 
minute or two later Mr. Frye (Me.) de­ 
manded the yeas and nays upon the re­ 
quest to take up the resolutions.* 
Mr. White (Cal.) instantly made the 
point of ordei that a yea and nay vote 
could not be had on a dead issue—that

convoyed by United States warships 50 
miles south of Crooked Island passage 
Sunday morning. He was due north of 
Cape Mays!. Captain Hopkins reports 
also that he was chased by the United 
States gunboat Helfa. The transports, 
he says, w 6re headed southeast, and, in 
his judgm ent, for Porto Rico. He ar­ 
gues that if they were bound around 
Cap* Maysi for Santiago they were far 
off their course. 
It is believed here that Captain Hop­ 
kins is mistaken and that the transports 
were simply keeping clear of sight from 
land. *

Masso said his men were even then at 
half rations and that the supply was 
only sufficient to last during the present 
month. * 
General Garcia and his personal staff 
were picked up at General Rabi’a camp, 
18 miles west of Santiago, and brought 
to the flagship this afternoon by the 
gunboat Vixen. There the grizzled and 
wounded patriot had a long conversa- 
tion'With Admiral Sampson regarding 
the operations for the investment of 
Santiago and the co-operation of the 
American and Caba troops. 
General Garcia is very enthusiastic. 
He says the Spaniards are starving and 
cannot hold out long, and that the war 
in the island will end in a few months.

There has been no sign of Spanish troops 
in the neighborhood of Camp McCalla for 
several days.

Some one has discovered that while 
the last legislature was at work it passed 
a measure which is known aa the O'Neil 
law. 
It deals with dogs, and was lost 
in the flood of business which came at 
the end of the session. 
However, it will 
interest a great many people in the city 
to Know that their dogs are well pro­ 
tected, since it cares much better for 
dogs than did Section 7008 of the Re­ 
vised Statutes, repealed. 
Under the provisions of the old sec- 
tion officer8 were authorized to kill dogs 
running at large on the streets, and 
owners were liable to a fine of $5 for 
permitting their dogs to run at large. 
The section also provided that if any 
person kill a dog, unaccompanied by its 
owner, or made an nnsuccessfa1 attempt 
to do so, he should not be liable to pros­ 
ecution. If a dog was listed for taxa 
tion, however, and was killed, there 
could be no recovery for the killing or 
injury in excess of double the amount 
for which the dog was listed. 
The O'Neil law declares that a dog is 
property, and the owner shall have all 
the rights and privileges, and be subject 
to the same restraints and limitations as 
are provided by law for the protection 
of live stock. Under the new law if a 
dog is killed or injured contrary to law 
the owner may maintain an action for 
exemplary damages and compensation 
for the dog. 
The new law also repeals 
the section of the statutes which pro­ 
vided that dogs running at large could 
be killed. The penalty under the new 
law for permitting a dog to run at large 
Is a fine of $1.

tinder date of May 8, says: 
“ We feel that we have had a great 
victory here, which we ascribe to sever­ 
al causes. First, the Spaniard is always 
behind the times. 
He knew that an 
American fleet was expected and was 
so sure of his tremendous superiority ! 
that he took absolutely no precaution. 
J 
The night we ran by the forts (in the 
early morning of the engagement) the 
Spanish officers were all at a grand ball, j 
The entrance to the harbor was planted 
w ith torpedoes. 
He thought that was 
enough and had no patrol, picket boats 
or torpedo boats on watch. The insult is ; 
that we ran by their magnificent guns j 
guarding the entrance to M anilla bay : 
and were out of range inside before the 
Spaniards knew it. 
“ Another reason for our success was 
doe to Commodore Dewey’s orders. Not j 
one of the ships had any intim ation that I 
we would run by the forts as we did 
until 80 miles away, when the commo-1 
dore gave the order. 
We were by the 
Spanish forts and at the fleet by 5 :30 a. 
rn. on Sunday, May I. 
They were ten 
ships strong, carrying 116 modern guns, 
to which we opposed a superior fleet of 
six ships carrying 185 guns. 
Two of 
their ships were over' 8,200 tons dis­ 
placement, and the rest were modern 
gunboats. 
This fleet was assisted by 
batteries on shore armed with modern 
guns, which make their guns superior 
in nuipber to ours. 
“ In number of men engaged they 
were undoubtedly far superior to us. 
The Spaniards were absolutely confident 
of victory. 
No other outcome was an­ 
ticipated by them, no preparation was 
made for a different result. I think 
that their ships, combined w ith their 
forts, mane ‘ them equal to us so far as 
powers of offense and defense were con­ 
cerned. They had as many modern guns 
approximating to the same size as we 
had and more men to fire them. They 
should have been able to have fired as 
much weight of shot in a specified time 
as we did. 
“ Tho whole thing, in other words, 
lay in the fact that it was the Ameri­ 
can against the Spaniard, the Anglo- 
Saxon against the Latin. Every shot 
fired from our fleet was most deliber­ 
ately, coolly and pitilessly aimed. The 
Spaniards fired an enormous number of 
times, but w ith apparently the most 
impracticable aim. Shells dropped all 
around our ship. We were in action for 
over four hours. 
Hundreds of shot and 
shell fell close to us. 
Only five or six 
pierced us, and they did no damage. 
“ The damage done by our ships was 
frightful. 
I have visited all of the 
sunken Spanish ships, and had I not 
seen the effects of American marksman­ 
ship I would hardly give credit to re­ 
ports of it. One smokestack of the Cas­ 
tilla, a 8,800 ton Spanish ship, was 
struck eight 
times, and .the shells 
through the hull were so many and so 
close that it is impossible that a Span­ 
iard oould have lived on her deck. The 
other large ship, the Reina Cristina, 
was perforated in the same way. 
We 
did not employ much tactics because 
there wasn’t much need for them. 
There were the enemy, and we went 
for them bullheadedly and made them 
exceedingly sick. 
“ The lesson I draw from the fight is 
the great utility of target practice. The 
Spaniard has none. 
We have it every 
three months. Strength of navies is 
compared generally ship for ship. 
The 
personnel is just as important. 
I arn 
confident that had we manned the Span­ 
ish ships and had the Spaniards manned 
our fleet the American side would have 
been as victorious as it was. The Span­ 
iard certainly was brave, for he stuck 
to his guns to the la s t” —New York 
Post.

Spanish K night* Looted by th e Irlsfi.

The huge Venetian Trinidad Valen­ 
c e s, having sprung a desperate leak, 
ran for the Irish coast, and soon found 
herself off O’Dogherty’s country, per­ 
haps in Lough Swilly. Part of tho crew 
swam ashore; others huddled into an 
old leaky ship’s boat. 
A native rowed 
out toward them, and being promised a 
bagful of ducats and jewels helped land 
those in tile leaky boat, while another 
Irishman, bent on richer spoil and heed­ 
less of the cries for help, rowed straight 
for the wreck, which went down while 
he was looting in the bold. 
No sooner 
had the Spaniards got ashore than “ wild 
people,” and even the queen’s soldiers, 
fell upon them, robbing them of their 
“ money, gold buttons, rapiers and ap­ 
parel” and slaughtering 
numbers of 
them in cold blood. 
But one of the 
O’Donnells came to the rescue, had a 
great fire built for some of the officers 
and seemed to “ pity their case, espe­ 
cially O’Donnell’s wife. ” 
One of these officers tells how Le was 
lodged in the cabin of a fellow who sold 
ale and aqua vitae and was ruffling it 
in a stolen “ red cloak w ith buttons of 
gold. ” In the night he robbed his guest 
of 200 ducats, and the officer heard him 
“ beat out barrels’ heads and fill them 
w ith plate, money and jew els.” The 
Spaniards, having saved no provisions, 
were forced to buy a few wretched 
horses, “ which they killed and did eat, 
and some small quantity of butter that 
the common people brought also to sell. ’ ’

Story o f th e F irst E xpedition to F ort F ish ­ 
er—The 
Sailing; 
M aster o f 
th e 
E lla 
K n igh t Tried to D eliver H is C.Sarge to 


th e Enem y. 


On the first expedition to Fort Fisher 
a captured blockade runner called the 
Ella Kuight was used as a government 
transpt rt. 
The cargo of this vessel was 
Light Battery E, Third United States 
artillery, and the Sixteenth New York 
I □dependent, Light battery. 
About 160 
horses, 12 fieldpieces, 12 caissons and 
12 limber chests made a valuable cargo. 
Tho sailing master’s name was Ad­ 
ams, but as we sailed under sealed or­ 
ders, to be opened off Cape Henry light­ 
house, 
the 
ranking 
m ilitary officer 
aboard, who held these orders, became 
ranking or commanding officer of the 
ship. This officer was First Lieutenant 
J. R. Myrick of Light Battery E, Third 
United States artillery. 
Adams, a Baltimore man having some 
influence, was appointed sailing master 
in the United States transport fleet. He 
was a genuine Confederate at heart and 
had in his mind a way to help the Con­ 
federacy, which was to await his op­ 
portunity and run the first good cargo 
in his charge into the Confederates’ 
hands. 
As a signal the flagship fired a gun 
over the waters pf Hampton Roads, and 
the transport fleet of the first expedition, 
without outside lights, sailed out into 
the darkness of night—into the broad 
Atlantic. 
The Kila Knight was not the last to 
reach Cape Henry lighthouse, but when 
she did the sealed orders were opened 
and Adams was advised of the ship’s j 
destination—Fort Fisher. 
Soon after turning southward from 
Cape Henry the wind began to blow 
strongly from the south. 
The sea be­ 
came extremely rough, the decks were 
wet and slippery and the horses’ stalls 
gave way. 
The horses began to slide 
back and forth on deck, so heavy were 
the lunges and rolls of the ship. At the 
same time the guns began to roll on the 
upper deck. 
Ropes were procured and 
the guns lashed through the wheels to 
prevent rolling on deck and knocking a 
hole through the transport’s sides. Then 
ropes were stretched, lengthwise and 
through the center of the deck, and sev 
eral times crosswise to help support the 
horses, but many were killed and many 
disabled. 
Some time past midnight Adams 
quietly turned the ship to the north and 
scudded with the wind. Then at the end 
of a few hours he turned the ship south 
again. 
His orders were to keep within 
sight of the transport fleet, but when 
daylight came no transport fleet was in 
sight. 
He gave as his excuse that the 
ship’s engines were weak and that he 
could not make the speed required of 
bim. 
We knew that the Ella Knight 
was a fast ship, and from that tim e on 
we knew that Adams was a man who 
would stand watching. 
By the middle of the day the storm 
had passed over and Adams took a reck­ 
oning off Cape Hatteras, North Caro­ 
lina. 
Then we continued our journey 
without much of interest until nearly 
daylight the next morning. 
All was quiet aboard the transport. 
As she rode through the darkness there 
was a report of a cannon, and the next 
instant a shell burst over the deck of 
the Ella Knight. From the short inter­ 
val between the report of the gun and 
the shell’8 explosion the battery officers 
knew that we must be near the shore. 
Besides, the sound of the breakers from 
the heavy ocean swells could be heard 
lashing the sandy beach. 
Each commissioned officer quickly 
reached for his side arms, and they were 
soon on deck. J. R. Myrick (now major 
Fifth United States artillery) was the 
first to reach the pilothouse. 
Adams 
was at the wheel. 
Myrick asked him, “ Where are we?” 
Adams replied, “ I reckon we are pret­ 
ty nigh Fort Fisher—that was the or­ 
ders, wasn’t it?” 
Quick as a flash Myrick’s revolver 
swung under Adams’ ear, and he order­ 
ed him to turn to sea. Adams turned 
deathly white as he remarked: 
“ We are in the inside channel. If we 
turn to sea, we w ill have to ride the 
reef. 
If we ride it, we w ill be caught 
by the pirates outside of it,” meaning 
the Union fleet. 
But at the same time 
he gave several fast turns to the wheel, 
and the trausport swung half way round 
and headed for the reef. 
As we gained 
it there was a roaring and 
hissing 
sound and the waves shone with phos­ 
phorescent light. 
Soon we were in the 
line of sissing, glowing waves. One

The O’Neil Law Has a 
New Provisions, 
Few 


OLD STATUTE 
WAS 
REPEALED 


Som eone Ha* D iscovered

G eneral A ssem bly, a M atter o f In terest 


to E very Man W ho Own* a Dog. 


Some one has discovered th at w hile 
th e last legislature was at work it passed 
rn measure which is known as the O’Neil 
law . 
It deals w ith dogs, and was lost 
in the flood of business which came at 
the end of the session. 
However, it. will 
interest a great m any people in the city 
to Know th at their dogs are well pro­ 
tected, since it cares m uch better for 
dogs than did Section 7008 of the R e­ 
vised Statutes, repealed. 
U nder the provisions of the old sec­ 
tion officers were authorized to kill dogs 
running at large on the streets, and 
owners were liable to a fine of $5 for 
perm itting their dogs to run at large. 
The section also provided th at if any 
person kill a dog, unaccompanied by its 
owner, or made an unsuccessful attem pt 
to do so, he should not be liable to pros­ 
ecution. 
If a dog was listed for taxa 
tion, however, and was killed, there 
could be no recovery for the killing or 
in ju ry in excess of double the am ount 
for which the dog was listed. 
The O’Neil law declares th at a dog is 
property, and the owner shall have all 
the rights aud privileges, and be subject 
to the same restraints and lim itations as 
are provided by law for the protection 
of live stock. 
U nder the new law if a 
dog is killed or injured contrary to law 
the owner may m aintain an action for 
exemplary damages and compensation 
for the dog. 
The new law also repeals 
the section of the statutes w hich pro* 
vided th at dogs running at large could 
be killed. 
The penalty under the new 
law for perm itting a dog to run at large 
is a fine of $1.

American fleet was expected and was 
so suro of his trem endous superiority 
th at he took absolutely no precaution. , 
The night we ran by the forts (in tho 
early m orning of the engagement) the 
Spanish officers were all at a grand ball. 
The entrance to the harbor was planted 
w ith torpedoes. 
He thought th at was 
enough and had no patrol, picket boats 
or torpedo boats on watch. The insult is 
that we ran by their magnificent gnus j 
guarding the entrance to M anilla hay 
and were out of range inside before the 
Spaniards knew it. 
“ Another reason for our success was 
duo to Commodore Dewey’s orders. N o t, 
one of the ships had any intim ation th at I 
we would run by the forts as w’e did J 
until MO miles away, when the commo­ 
dore gave the order. 
Wo were by the 
Spanish forts and a t the fleet by 5:30 a. I 
rn. on Sunday, May 
I 
. 
They were ten i 
ships strong, carrying IIG modern guns, j 
to which we opposed a superior fleet of ; 
six ships carrying 185 guns. 
Two of 
their ships were over '8 ,2 0 0 tons d is-1 
placement, and the rest were m odern! 
gunboats. 
This fleet was assisted by j 
batteries on shore arm ed w ith modern 
guns, which m ake their guns superior 
in nuipber to ours. 
“ In num ber of m en engaged they 
were undoubtedly fa r superior to us. 
The Spaniards were absolutely confident 
of victory. 
No other outcome was an­ 
ticipated by them , no preparation was 
made for a different result. 
I think 
th at their ships, combined w ith their 
forts, inane' them equal to us so far as 
powers of offense and defense were con­ 
cerned. They had as m any modern guns 
approxim ating to the same size as we 
had and more men to fire them. 
They 
should have been able to have fired as 
much w eight of shot in a specified tim e 
as we did. 
“ Tho whole thing, in other words, 
lay in the fact th a t it was the Am eri­ 
can against the Spaniard, the Anglo- 
Saxon against the Latin. 
Every shot 
fired from our fleet was most deliber­ 
ately, coolly and pitilessly aimed. The 
Spaniards fired an enormous num ber of 
times, but w ith apparently the most 
im practicable aim. 
Shells dropped all 
around our ship. We were in action for 
over four hours. 
Hundreds of shot and 
shell fell close to us. 
Only five or six 
pierced us, aud they did no damage. 
“ The damage done by our ships was 
frightful. 
I have visited all of the I 
sunken Spanish ships, and had I not 
seen the effects of Am erican m arksman- j 
ship I w’ould hardly give credit to re- ' 
ports of it. One smokestack of the Cas­ 
tilla, a 8,800 ton Spanish ship, was 
struck eight 
times, 
and .th e shells 
through the hull were so m any and so 
close th at it is impossible th at a Span­ 
iard could have lived on her deck. The 
other large ship, the Reina Cristina, 
was perforated in the same way. 
We 
did not employ m uch tactics because 
there w asn’t m uch need for them. 
There were the enemy, and we w ent 
for them bullheadedly and made them 
exceedingly sick. 
“ The lesson I draw from the fight is 
the great u tility of target practice. The 
Spaniard has none. 
We have it every 
three months. 
Strength of navies is 
compared generally ship for ship. 
The 
personnel is ju st as im portant. 
I am 
confident that had we manned the Span-

alo and aqua vitae and was ruffling it 
in a stolen “ red cloak w ith buttons of 
gold. ” In the night he robbed his guest 
of 200 ducats, and the officer heard him 
“ beat out barrels’ heads and fill them 
w ith plate, money and jew els.” The 
Spaniards, having saved no provisions, 
were forced to buy a few wretched 
horses, “ which they killed and did eat, 
and some sm all quantity of butter th at

The cargo of this vessel was 
Light Buttery E, Third United States 
artillery, and the Sixteenth New York i 
I □dependent Light battery. 
About IGO I 
horses, 12 fieldpieces, 12 caissons and 
12 lim ber chests made a valuable cargo. ! 
The sailing m aster’s nam e was A d­ 
ams, hut as we sailed under sealed or­ 
ders, to bo opened off Cape Henry lig h t­ 
house, 
the 
ranking 
m ilitary officer 
aboard, who beld these orders, became 
ranking or commanding officer of the 
ship. 
This officer was F irst Lieutenant 
J. R. M yrick of Light B attery E, Third 
United States artillery. 
Adams, a Baltimore man having some 
influence, was appointed sailing m aster 
iii the United States transport fleet. He 
was a genuine Confederate at heart and 
had in his m ind a way to help the Con­ 
federacy, which was to aw ait his op­ 
portunity and run the first good cargo 
in his charge into the Confederates’ 
hands. 
As a signal the flagship fired a gun 
over the w aters pf Hampton Roads, and 
the transport fleet of the first expedition, 
w ithout outside lights, sailed out into 
the darkness of night— into the broad 
A tlantic. 
The Kila K night was not the last to 
reach Cape Henry lighthouse, but when 
she did the sealed orders were opened 
and Adams was advised of the ship’s 
destination—F ort Fisher. 
Soon after turning southw ard from 
Cape Henry the wind began to blow 
strongly from the south. 
The sea be­ 
came extremely rough, the decks were 
wet and slippery and the horses’ stalls 
gave way. 
The horses began to slide 
back and forth on deck, so heavy were 
the lunges aud rolls of the ship. A t the 
same tim e the guns began to roll on the 
upper deck. 
Ropes were procured and 
the guns lashed through the wheels to 
prevent rolling on deck and knocking a 
hole through the transport’s sides. Then 
ropes were stretched lengthw ise and 
through the center of the deck, and sev­ 
eral tim es crosswise to help support the 
horses, but m any were killed and m any 
disabled. 
Some tim e past m idnight Adams 
quietly turned the ship to the north and 
scudded w ith the wind. Then at the end 
of a few hours he turned the ship south 
again. 
His orders were to keep w ithin 
sight of the transport fleet, but when 
daylight came no transport fleet was in 
sight. 
He gave as his excuse th at the 
ship’s engines were weak and th at he 
could not make the speed required of 
him. 
We knew that the E lla K night 
was a fast ship, and from that tim e on 
we knew th at Adams was a man who 
would staud watching. 
By the m iddle of the day the storm 
had passed over aud Adams took a reck­ 
oning off Cape H atteras, N orth Caro­ 
lina. 
Then we continued our journey 
w ithout much of interest un til nearly 
daylight the next morning.

As she rode through the darkness there 
was a report of a cannon, and the next 
instant a shell burst over the deck of 
the E lla K night.

While most of the men were able to kse 
the rum in moderation, it was found 
that there were many of the bluejackets 
in whom the service of ration of liquor 
only served to stimulate an appetite 
for more, and who, after imbibing the 
ship’s grog, would “ hit the beach, em­ 
bark upon sizeable sprees and get into 
scrapes both ashore and aboard ship 
when they returned to duty more or 
less shaky. 
When these facts were sat­ 
isfactorily proved, the serving out of 
grog to United States man-of-war’s men 
was discontinued. Sailors in all of the 
others of the world’s great navies still 
receive their daUy grog. 
The fact probably does not prove any­

scrutinizing it. 
The Sun is ignorant 
and wrong. ” 
One day a man in California had sent 
an inquiry to the editor of The Sun, 
“ W ill you please tell me how to be­ 
come a Christian?” aud as I often dealt 
w ith religious questions at the time 
this appeal was received Mr. Dana blue 
penciled the back of the m an’s note 
w ith these words: “ Why not give him 
a ripping answer? Give him the social­ 
ist side of C hristianity.” 
When the w riter of a book review 
had italicized eight or ten of his words, 
Mr. Dana commented thus: “ This re­ 
view is the best in the whole lot and is 
very good, but why in the world an ex­

italics I can’t imagine. ”

C olor In E lectric L ight. 
The colors in the shop windows on 
Broadway come out at night nuder the 
influence of the electric light in a won­ 
derfully pure way. 
In the daytim e it 
is very rare that one ever gets a perfect 
color, for the atmosphere softens and 
merges all the colors of objects, leaving 
no one color perfectly intact, but m ix­ 
ing w ith each suggestions of all the 
others. That is why in impressionistic 
painting, like the work of Monet, for 
instance, there is seldom a pure color. 
He tries for pleiu air, for atmosphere, 
for the shadings which give background 
and sunlight. 
B ut by the electric light the back­ 
ground in the shops stops abruptly in 
darkness. There seems to be no medium 
in which the colors are bathed. 
They 
stand out hard, clear, pure, one beside 
the other, in sharp contrast. The beauty 
they have is the beauty of u tter clear­ 
ness, 
of distinguished purity. 
They 
bavo not the glam our of soft uncertainty 
of outline, of indefinite extension back 
into space. 
Indeed the space element is 
wiped out altogether, and upon a two 
dimensioned 
screen, as it were, 
is 
thrown the electric light, bringing out 
in poignant intensity the predom inant 
color of tho objects.— New York Com­ 
mercial Advertiser.

W ashington, J u n e 21.—There was a 
wholesale christening at the navy de­ 
partm ent yesterday, when Secretary 
Long supplied names for no less tnan 
35 war craft.

K e y 
W e s t , Ju n e 21.— A prominent 
resident of Havana, who left that place 
on the 5th inst., arrived here Sunday on 
his way to New York. 
He reports that 
Havana is practically an open port, as it 
is not blockaded on its southern ap­ 
proach. 
Batabano on the south side is 
only 40 miles from Havana, with which 
city it is connected by rail. 
It appears, however, that constant 
traffic has been kept up between the Isle 
of Pines and the \ u ca tan coast and that 
fun cargoes of provisions and live stock 
have been regularly landed there from 
steamers, schooners and other sailing 
vessels unmolested by American w ar­ 
ships, which rarely if ever patrol those 
waters. 
The work of transshipping these car­ 
goes to Batabano on the flat bottom 
ferryboats constantly plying between 
that port and Neuva Geroua, the prin­ 
cipal port of the Isle of Pines, has been 
an easy matter as also their subsequent 
transportation to Havana by rail. 
A vessel arrived here from the block­ 
ade yesterday morning and brought an 
officer of the Cuban army and a pilot, 
who are carrying important dispatches 
to Senor Estrada Palma of the Cuban 
junta, from General Alexaudro Rod­ 
riguez, the insurgent commander of 
Havana province. 
The Cubans report that there are no 
supplies of rice, maize, potatoes or eggs 
in H av an a, and that provisions of ail 
kinds are exceptionally dear.

ccm pany’s steam er Brooklyne, which 
arrived a t Port M orant yesterday m orn­ 
ing, reports th at he sighted transports 
convoyed by U nited States warships 50 
miles south of Crooked Island passage 
Sunday m orning.

Captain Hopkins reports 
also th a t he was chased by the U nited 
States gunboat Helfa.

The O’Neil Law Has a 
New Provisions.

Some one has discovered that while 
the last legislature was at work it passed 
& measure which is known as the O’Neil 
law. 
It deals with dogs, and was lost 
in the flood of business which cam e at 
the end of the session. 
However, it will 
interest a great many people in the city 
to Know that their dogs are well pro­ 
tected, since it cares mach better for 
dogs than did Section 7008 of the Re­ 
vised Statutes, repealed. 
Under the provisions of the old sec­ 
tion officers were authorized to kill dogs 
running at large on the streets, and 
owners were liable to a fine of $5 for 
permitting their dogs to run at large. 
The section also provided that if any 
person kill a dog, unaccompanied by its 
owner, or made an unsuccessful attempt 
to do so, he should not be liable to pros­ 
ecution. 
If a dog was listed for tax* 
tion, however, and was killed, there 
could be no recovery for the killing or 
injury in excess of double the amount 
for which the dog was listed. 
The O’Neil law declares that a dog is 
property, and the owner shall have all 
the rights and privileges, and be subject 
to the same restraints and limitations as 
are provided by law for the protection 
of live stock. Under the new law if a 
dog is killed or injured contrary to law 
the owner may maintuiu an action for 
exemplary damages and compensation 
for the dog. 
The new law also repeals 
the section of the statutes which pro­ 
vided that dogs running at large oould 
be killed. The penalty under the new 
law for permitting a dog to run at large 
is a fine of $1.

“ We feel that we have had a great 
victory here, which we ascribe to sever­ 
al causes. First, the Spaniard is always 
behind the times. 
He knew that an 
American fleet was expected and was 
so sure of his tremendous superiority 
that he took absolutely no precaution. 
The night we ran by the forts (in tho 
early morning of the engagement) the 
Spanish officers were all a t a grand ball. 
The entrance to the harbor was planted 
w ith torpedoes. 
He thought that was 
enough and had no patrol, picket boats 
or torpedo boats on watch. The Result is 
that we ran by their magnificent g u n s, 
guarding tho entrance to Manilla bay 
m d were out of range inside before the 
Spaniards knew it. 
“ Another reason for our success was 
due to Commodore Dewey’s orders. Not 
one of tho ships had any intim ation that i 
we would run by the forts as we did I 
until HO miles away, when the commo­ 
dore gave the order. 
Wo were by the 
Spanish forts and at the fleet by 5:30 a. 
rn. on Sunday, May I. 
They were ten 
ships strong, carrying 116 modern guns, 
to which we opposed a superior fleet of 
six ships carrying 135 guns.

The Century has an article on “ The 
Spanish Armada,’’ w ritten by W illiam 
Frederic Tilton. An introduction is fu r­ 
nished by Captain Alfred T. Mahan. 
Mr. Tilton says: 
The huge Venetian Trinidad Valen­ 
c e s, having sprung a desperate leak, 
ran for the Irish coast, and soon found 
herself off O’Dogherty’s country, per­ 
haps in Lough Swilly. P art of tho crew 
swam ashore; others huddled into an 
old leaky skip’s boat. 
A native rowed 
out toward them, and being promised a 
bagful of ducats and jewels helped land 
those in the leaky boat, while another 
Irishman, bent on richer spoil and heed­ 
less of the cries for help, rowed straight 
for the wreck, which went down while 
he was looting iii the hold. No sooner 
had the Spaniards got ashore than “ wild 
people,’’ and even the queen’s soldiers, 
fell upon them, robbing them of their 
“ money, gold buttons, rapiers and ap­ 
parel’’ and slaughtering 
numbers of 
them in cold blood. 
But one of tho 
O’Donnells came to the rescue, had a 
great fire built for some of the officers 
and seemed to “ pity their case, espe­ 
cially O ’Donnell’s wife. ” 
One of these officers tells how Le was 
lodged in tho cabin of a fellow who sold 
ale and aqua vitae aud was ruffling it 
in a stolen “ red cloak w ith buttons of 
gold. ” In the night he robbed his guest 
of 200 ducats, and the officer heard him 
“ beat out barrels’ heads and fill them 
w ith plate, money and jewels.” The

Every shot 
fired from our fleet was most deliber­ 
ately, coolly and pitilessly aimed. The 
Spaniards fired an enormous number of 
times, but w ith apparently the most 
impracticable aim. 
Shells dropped all 
around our ship. We were in action for 
over four hours. 
Hundreds of shot and 
shell fell close to us. 
Only five or six 
pierced us, and they did uo damage. 
“ The damage done by our ships was 
frightful. 
I have visited all of the 
sunken Spanish ships, and bad I not 
seen the effects of American marksman­ 
ship I would hardly give credit to re­ 
ports of it. One smokestack of tho Cas­ 
tilla, a 8,800 toil Spanish ship, was 
struck eight 
times, and the shells 
through the hull were so many and so 
close that it is impossible that a Span­ 
iard could have lived on her deck. The 
other large ship, the Reina Cristina, 
was perforated in the same way. 
We 
did not employ much tactics because 
there wasn’t much need for them. 
There were the enemy, and we went 
for them bullheadedly and made them 
exceedingly sick. 
“ The lesson I draw from the fight is 
the great utility of target practice. The 
Spaniard has none. 
We have it every 
throe months. 
Strength of navies is 
compared generally ship for ship. 
The 
personnel is just as important. I am 
confident thut had we manned the Simui- 
ish ships and had the Spaniards manned 
our fleet the American side would have 
been as victorious as it was. The Slum­ 
lord certainly was brave, for he stuck 
to his guns to the last.

On the first expedition to Fort Fisher 
a captured blockade runner called tho 
Kila Knight was used as a government 
transp< rf. 
The cargo of this vessel was 
Light Buttery E, Third United States 
artillery, and the Sixteenth New York 
Independent Light battery. 
About 160 
horses, 12 fieldpieces, 12 caissons and 
12 lim bt r chests made a valuable cargo. 
Tho sailing master’s name was Ad­ 
ams, but as we sailed under sealed or- 
d« rs, to ho opened off Cape Henry light­ 
house, 
tile 
ranking 
m ilitary officer 
aboard, who beld these orders, became 
ranking or commanding officer of the 
ship. This officer was First Lieutenant 
J. R. Myrick of Light Battery E, Third 
United States artillery. 
Adams, a Baltimore man having some 
influence, was appointed sailing master 
in the United States transport fleet. He 
was a genuine Confederate at heart and 
bad in his mind a way to help the Con­ 
federacy, which was to await his op­ 
portunity and run the first good cargo 
in his charge into the Confederates’ 
hands. 
As a signal the flagship fired a gun 
over the waters pf Hampton Roads, and 
the transport fleet of the first expedition, 
without outside lights, sailed out into 
the darkness of night— into the broad 
Atlantic. 
The Kila Knight was not the last to 
reach Cape Henry lighthouse, but when 
she did the sealed orders were opened 
and Adams was advised of the ship’s 
destination—Fort Fisher. 
Soon after turning southward from 
Cape Henry the wind began to blow 
strongly from the south. 
The sea be­ 
came extremely rough, the decks were 
w et aud slippery and the horses’ stalls 
gave way. 
!b e horses began to slide 
back aud forth on deck, so heavy were 
fhe lunges and rolls of the ship. At the 
same time the guns began to roll on the 
upper deck. 
Ropes were procured and 
the guns lashed through the wheels to 
prevent rolling on deck and knocking a 
hole through the transport’s sides. Then 
ropes were stretched lengthwise and 
through the center of the deck, aud sev 
eral times crosswise to help support the 
horses, but many were killed aud many 
disabled. 
Some time past midnight Adams 
quietly turned the ship to the north and 
scudded with the wind. Then at the end 
of a few hours he turned the ship south 
agaiu. 
His orders were to keep w ithin 
sight of the transport fleet, but when 
daylight came no transport fleet was in 
sight. 
He gave as his excuse that the 
ship’s engines were weak and that he 
could not make the speed required of 
him. 
We knew that the Ella K night 
was a fast ship, aud from that tim e on 
we knew that Adams was a man who 
would stand watching. 
By the middle of the day the storm 
had passed over aud Adams took a reck­ 
oning off Cape Hatteras, North Caro­ 
lina. 
Then we continued our journey 
without much of interest until nearly 
daylight the next morning. 
All was quiet aboard the transport 
As she rode through the darkness there 
was a repel t of a cannon, and the next 
instant a shell burst over the deck of 
the Kila Knight. From the short inter­ 
val between the report of the gun aud 
the shell’s explosion the battery officers 
knew that we must be near the shore. 
Besides, the sound of the breakers from 
the heavy ocean swells could be heard 
lashing the sandy beach. 
Each commissioned officer quickly 
reached for his sidearms, aud they were 
soon on deck. J. R. Myrick (now m ajor 
Fifth United States artillery) was the 
first to reach the pilothouse. 
Adams 
was at tile wheel. 
Myrick asked him, “ Where are we?” 
Adams replied, “ I reckou Weare pret­ 
ty nigh Fort Fisher—that was the or­ 
ders, wasn’t it?” 
(Juiuk as a flash Myrick’s revolver 
swung under Adams’ ear, aud bo order­ 
ed him to turn to sea. Adams turned 
deathly white us he remarked: 
“ We are in the inside channel. If we 
turn to sea, we will have to ride the 
reef. If we rule it, we w ill be caught 
by the pirates outside of it,” meaning 
the Union fleet. 
But at the same time 
be gave several fast turns to the wheel, 
and the transport swung half way round 
and headed for the reef. 
As we gained 
it there was a roaring aud 
hissing 
sound aud the waves shone with phos­ 
phorescent light.

Johnson to get 60 men, as it is proposed 
to combine the companies here and in 
Lisbon, each command furnishing 60 
men. The new company will consist of 
106 men and three officers, and the 
reason given for calling 120 men is that 
proper allowance may be made for those 
who will be unable to pass the physical 
examination. 
The deputy will not give the name of 
the recruiting officer, as he desires that 
his company have first chance, and 
should the name be given ont, he states, 
the other companies in the comity will 
use all their influence to have the 
present arrangements changed. 
There is a company at Rogers headed 
by State Librarian Galbreath, and one 
at Wellsville. 
Both are very desirous 
of going to the front.

When the call for
